ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1950. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1950. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  each  show  a  slight  increase  on  the 
rates  for  the  previous  year.  The  infantile  death  rate  shows 
considerable  increase  over  last  year  but  as  pointed  out  previously 
the  rate  is  considerably  influenced  by  a  small  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths  and  in  this  case  the  actual  increase  is  two. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  not  unduly  high 
during  the  year. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  the  direction  of  having 
the  new  post-war  sewerage  scheme  put  into  operation.  In  times 
of  heavy  rain  the  existing  sewer  becomes  surcharged,  with  resultant 
flooding  and  its  concomitant  dangers.  The  new  scheme  will 
eliminate  this  difficulty. 

The  adoption  of  the  Model  Food  Byelaws  has  contributed  to 
a  welcome  improvement  in  standards  of  food  hygiene. 

There  are  now  only  45  pail  closets  in  the  district  and  of  those 
remaining  the  majority  are  in  isolated  rural  areas  and  at  premises 
where  the  levels  make  it  impossible  to  connect  to  the  sewer. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  whole  hearted  support 
and  my  particular  indebtedness  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr. 
Davies,  who  assumed  office  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  I  should 
also  like  to  thank  my  colleagues  in  the  other  departments  for  their 
co-operation  and,  not  least,  the  clerk  of  the  department,  Miss 
Clark,  for  her  invaluable  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  the  report.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Warsop  Urban  District 

Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

In  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  I  have 
the  honour  to  present  my  first  annual  report. 

During  the  year  collection  of  house  refuse  presented  some 
difficulties  in  the  winter  months,  due  principally  to  bad  weather 
and  sickness.  There  was  an  increase  in  tonnage  collected,  amounting 
to  450  tons.  The  total  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  wvis  slightly 
less  than  the  previous  year,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  for 
the  year,  was  just  under  5/'6d.  per  person. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  year  there  was  a  bad  slump  in 
salvage  sales  in  the  country  as  a  whole  but  fortunately  wisdom 
in  previously  concluding  a  contract  with  the  Board  Mills  resulted 
in  all  wastepaper  being  sold.  However  during  the  year  conditions 
greatly  improved  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  a  net  profit  of 
£273  was  made  on  salvage  sales. 

Housing  again  presented  a  big  problem,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  over  700  applications  for  housing  on  the  Council’s 
list. 

Much  work  was  done  in  the  sphere  of  food  hygiene,  and  owners 
and  employees  in  food  premises  were  requested  to  give  the  same 
detailed  attention  to  the  preparation  and  handling  of  food  in  their 
place  of  employment  as  they  would  in  their  own  homes. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  at  all  times, 
and  to  Dr.  Eedy,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  all  other  officials 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

Pumping  Station.  No.  1  and  2  Bores  are  used  only  as  auxilary 
supplies  the  main  source  being  taken  from  No.  3  Bore. 

Sterilisation  is  achieved  by  a  chloramine  process.

Public  Cleansing. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  year  mainly  in  the 
winter  period,  in  maintaining  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse.  This 
difficulty  was  due  mainly  to  sickness  of  staff,  bad  weather  conditions, 
and  a  greater  total  yield  of  refuse  of  450  tons. 

Disposal  was  at  the  Gravel  Lane  Tip  for  4  days  a  week,  and 
at  the  recreation  ground  of  the  Warsop  Vale  Welfare  Committee 
at  Church  Warsop  for  2  days  a  week.  However,  disposal  at  the 
Church  Warsop  tip  was  discontinued  from  the  4th  July,  1950,  at 
the  request  of  the  Welfare  Committee.  Disposal  was  then  wholly 
at  the  Gravel  Lane  Tip.  The  resulting  greater  haulage  distance 
from  Warsop  Vale,  Church  Warsop  and  Welbeck  Ahllage  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  difficulties  experienced  during  the  winter  months 
in  regard  to  collection.

Ice  Cream.

The  three  samples  in  Grade  IV  were  from  a  manufacturing 
premises.  After  careful  investigation  of  all  the  processes  involved 
in  manufacture,  it  was  found  that  contamination  was  occurring 
after  manufacture  by  careless  handling  and  storage  of  the  finished 
product. 

A  sample  taken  from  this  same  manufacturer  in  another 
urban  district  was  reported  as  being  placed  in  Grade  IV.  Again 
after  careful  investigation,  unhygienic  methods  of  handling  and 
serving  were  found  to  be  the  cause  of  the  adverse  report. 


Meat. 

All  food  animals  are  slaughtered  at  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Slaughterhouse  at  Mansfield  and  then  allocated  to  the  local  butchers. 
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Routine  inspection  is  made  of  meat  supplies  at  the  local 
distribution  centre  and  in  the  butchers’  shops. 

Private  domestic  consumers  slaughtered  50  pigs  during  the 
year  under  licence  from  the  Ministry  of  Food.  It  is  emphasised 
however  that  if  any  diseased  conditions  are  found  in  these  animals 
only  advice  can  be  given  to  the  owners,  as  the  carcase  and  organs 
are  not  for  sale  but  for  private  use  only.
